CIJTI« thousands of acres of the richest 
ion in the United States. Owing to ito 
early overflow^ the valley u oorered 
with a coating of vegetable mold, which 
ooastantly enriches the soil. Vegetation 
is very rapid in this valley.' Weeds, 
lasses, and wild hemp attain an amaz- 
ig height in a few weeks after the water 
ias receded In fact, everything grows 
n tropical luxuriance. If kept from 
verflow no better soil for cotton, sugar, 
lemp, and semi-tropical fruits is found 
n the continent. In some places the 
>lnffs come down to the stream, and to 
ther points the valley is from one to 
ve miles wide. Below Ehrenberg the 
area of the valley land is much greater 
ban above. To bring the waters of tha 
Colorado by canals over its rich valley, 
Mid prevent the river from overflowing, 
would no doubt be an expensive under- 
aking, but the hundreds of thousands 
ji acres of magnificent hind which 
would thus be reclaimed are a prize 
worth striving to gain. A company has 
)een formed for the raising of hemp and 
sugar-cane, which has already begun 
operations in the valley below the town 
fuma; but with the exception of small 
)atches cultivated by the Indians, the 
•ich valley of the Colorado is still virgin 
soil. Between the junction of the Gila 
and Colorado, there is n tract of very 
rich bottom, by some estimated at 30,- 
000 acres, allot which could be brought 
under cultivation at a moderate cost. 
The two largest streams of the Terri- 
tory, flowing on either side, would give 
an inexhaustible water supply, and the 
configuration of the ground is such that 
it can be easily irrigated. There are 
several fine ranches along the valley of 
the Gilfl, in Yuma County, which yield 
good crops of grain and vegetables. Tha 
total number of acres under cultivation 
in the county is about 2,500. The valley 
of the Colorado, in Mohave County, pre- 
sents the same features as in Ynma, but 
is not so extensive. The soil is equally 
as rich and productive, but it requires 
capital to open canals, throw up embank- 
ments, and put the land in a condition 
for successful cultivation. At present 
farming in Mohave is confined to the 
Big Sandy, in the Southern part of the 
county, where there arc about 1,000 acres 
under cultivation, producing fine crops 
of grain, vegetables, and fruit. Suc- 
cessful farming in Arizona depends en- 
tirely on irrigation. No finer crops are 
raised in any country than in this Terri- 
tory, where water can be had. There 
are thousands of acres of productive 
land in the leading valleys, which can be 
made available by a proper distribution 
of the present water supply. While the 
wealth of Arizona is in its mines, agri- 
culture will always be a profitable call- 
ing, and the products of the soil com- 
mand a good price.—Resources of Ari- 
zona.

Oarlyle a Mathematician. 


Among Carlyle's Edinburgh connec- 


tions in those Kirkcaldy days, one 
comes to us in a book form. It was in 
1817 that Professor Leslie, not yet Sir 
John Leslie, brought out the thud edi- 
tion of his "Elements of Geometry and 
Plane Trigonometry," beiug an improve- 
ment and enlargement of the two pre- 
vious editions oi IHO'J nnd 1811. The 
geometrical portion of the volume con- 
sists of six books, intended to supersede 
the traditional liist six books of Euclid, 
and containing many propositions not to 
be found there. The seventeenth prop- 
osition of the fcixtli book is theproblom: 
"To divide a straight line, whether

"The solution of this important problem 
now inserted in the text was suggested | 
to me by Thomas Carlyle, an ingenious 
young mathematician, formerly my 
pupil But I here subjoin likewise the 
original construction given of Pappus, 
which, though rather more complex, 
lias yet some peculiar advantages." 
Leslie then proceids to give the solution 
of Pappus in about two pages, and to add 
about three pages of further remarks on 
the application of the problem to the 
construction of quadratics. The mention 
of Carlyle by Leslie in thw volume ol 
1617 
is', I believe, the first mention oi, 


Carlyle by name in print, and it was nc 
small compliment to prefer for text pur- 
poses young Carlyle's solution of an im- 
portant problem to the old one that had 
come dewn from the famous Greek 
geometrician. Evidently Oarlyle'smathe- 
matiral reputation was still kept up 
B'xmt the Edinburgh University, and 
L"alie was anxious to do hie favorite 
pupil a good torn.—Maemillan'a.

fonUelion anil Aphelion. 


The earth reaches her perihelion 01 


nearest point to the mvn the 1st o) 
January. 
She is then three million 


miles nearer the sun than when in aphe- 
lion, or her most distant point from the 
sun on the 1st of July. As the earth 
moves in nn elliptical orbit, and the sun 
is situated in one of the foci of the 
ellipse, she must some times be nearer 
lim than at others. 
Her nearest point 


s called perihelion, from two Greek 
words meaning near the sun. Her most 
distant point is called aphelion, from 
two Greeks •words meaning from the 
sun. Though much nearer to tlie SUE 
than in July, the increased proximity is 
not even perceived by far the greatei 
portion ot the myiiads'of human beings 
on whom the sun shines. And yet the 
three million miles that measures the 
earth's incieased nearness, is a distance 
of which we can form little conception. 


By measuring the sun's diameter from 


day to day throughout the yenr, we have 
the means of determining the relative 
distances of the sun from the earth. In 
this way the shape of the earth's orbit 
was found out. The earth moves fastest 
«t perihelion, for the sun's attraction is 
then strongest, and the greater his at- 
traction the faster she moves. This is 
proved by measuring the sun's apparent 
movement through the ecliptic. Thus, 
on the 1st of January he moves through 
sixty-one minutes of the ecliptic, on the 
1st of July, he moves through about 
fifty-seven minutes, giving fonr minutes 
of a degree in inciea^d velocity, which 
means countlesss miles in the parth's 
actual speed. 


An inteiesting question connected with 


perihelion is the reason why we do not 
have oui hottest weather when we are 
nearest the sun. It is because it occurs 
m the northern winter when the sun's 
rays fall obliquely upon the earth and 
give comparatively little heat, though it 
is probable that the severity of mid- 
winter is tempered by the benignant in- 
fluence. The reverse takes place in the 
Southern hemisphere, where doubtless, 
the occurrence ot peiihelion increases 
the midsummer heat 
This theory ac- 


counts for the fact that in Australia and 
Southern Ainea the temperature m 
winter is higher than iu corresponding 
latitudes north of the equator. 
The 


earth'K perihelion is. therefore, an in- 
teresting topic for study to those who 
would undeittand the play of some of the 
i,reat forces that rule the worlds in 
space, for the same laws control the 
movements of the smallest planet and 
the laigest sun.—Providence Journal.
